Havre, Dec. o.—The Belgian army 
was composed of 117,000 men at the 
beginning of the war, Increased by 
20,000 •volunteers in August, 1914, 
and was reduced to 60,000 men aftor 
the battle of the Yser. By measures 
applied to Belgian refugees and by 
the enlistment of 
volunteers 
who 
braved the live wire barriers raised 
on the Holland frontier, it now has 
been brought up to ten divisions «f 
•well trained forces ready to take their 
part In the offensive In Flanders when- 
ever the word Is given by the com- 
mander-ln-chlef, the Associated Press 
in informed by the Belgian minister 
of war. 
"If our army has not undertaken op- 
erations of a. wider scope up to this 
time," said the minister, "It Is bo- 
cause It does not devolve on It to 
decide the moment when these opera- 
tions nbould begin. The army i» only 
a part of the combined allied forces 
acting in unison and in accordance 
with carefully developed plans. The 
army 
has 
valiantly filled the rolo, 
more ungrateful than glorious, than 
has been assigned to it. It has just 
proved by its brtllta.nt participation 
in the last offensive in "Flanders that 
it Is ready to attack wtth fervor and 
awaits pationUy the hour."

In his herd produced an average of 
966 pounds of milk and 38.5 pounds 
of butterfat, in the thirty-one days." 
Mr. Negley Is convinced that the 
dairyman as a food producer has a 
great responsibility and as great an 
opportunity to serve his nation. 
"The future of the present dairy- 
man," declares Mr. Negley, "depends 
upon his efficiency in the manage- 
ment of his business. A strong back 
and a good arm are essential in 
every line of work, but the dairyman 
6'f today, if he is to succeed, must 
mask use of certain other portions of 
his anatomy. Of course some use all 
the anatomy that God gave them and 
then do not succeed. 
Often this is 
because they work alone and without 
the co-operation of their neighbors 
and without modern machinery.
